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Four Children 
Rescued from 
Blaze in Home 


Quick action on the p2rt of an 
older brether and Menlo Park fire 
district firemen was™credited this 
week with saving the lives of four of 
the seven children of the Lloyd G. 
Sloan family, whose home at 1590 
Bayshore highway was gutted by 
fire Sunday. 

Snatched from her bassinet and 
carried to safety by her older broth- 
er, Gary, 11, was 2-months-old 
Joyce Sloan. 


Found unconscious, huddled un- 
der a bed in the blazing building, 
were three of the family’s other 
children:. Lloyd Jr., 5; Richard, 4, 
and Gene Sloan, 2. ,All were over- 
come by smoke, but responded to in- 
halator treatment administered by 
their rescuers. 

The fire, which resulted in an 
ectimated $7000 damage to the 
home, was reported at 10:00 a.m. 

Mr. and Mrs. Sloan and two old- 
er children, Darryl, 10 and Irene,9, 
were returnng from mass at St. 
Francis church, East Palo Alto, at 
the, 4ime. 

Four pieces of apparatus respond- 
ed to the alarm. 

Also participating in the rescue 
‘of the three older children was Fred 
Beck, 1235 Spruce street, a retired 
San Fancisco fireman. 

According to reports, Beck enter- 
ed the burning building with Fire- 
men William Farnham and Frank 
Vitale, participating in the rescue 
of the three boys. 

Estimate cf the damage to the 
home was made by fire district 
Deputy Chief George Carter, who 
said that, had the children re- 
mained in the building for from 
five to 10 minutes more than they 
‘did, it may have been impossible 
to revive them. More than 20 min- 
utes’ work with inhalator, resuci- 
tator and artificial respiration 
were required to save them. 

Chief Carter gave credit to his 
men fcr “splendid work” in the 
rescue, and explained that the fire- 
men are taught to look under beds 
and in closets for possible smoke 
victims. 

Cause of the blaze was undeterm- 
ined.

THE NPA ANNEXATION 


We are glad to note that the proposal for annexation of 
North Palo Alto to Menlo Park has reached the point where a 
special election may be held. Tentatively set for June 20, the 
election is contingent on outcome of a property owners’ hear- 
ing set for May 15 before the city council. 

Protests from a majority of owners of separate parcels of 
property can nullify any further action toward annexation for 
one year. If protests do not represent a majority, the council 
then will publish notice to hold the June election. 

The RECORDER has agreed with the city council that the 
matter of annexation is strictly one for the area involved to 
decide, The council in looking to the future had not envision- 
ed any expansion south of Willow road. On the other hand, 
it has expressed itself as regarding North Palo Alto as a de- 


sirable addition to the city, should the area itself wish annex- 
ation. 


There has been an active, organized movement in behalf 
of annexation, led by the North Palo Alto residents’ associa- 
tion. There has been no particularly organized opposition. 

Elsewhere in this issue of the RECORDER is an article bas- 
ed on an association circular listing arguments in favor of an- 
nexation. Our columns are open to the other side in the pub- 
lic interest. 

As we said, the matter now is being submitted to the peo- 
ple concerned. They should make full use of this opportun- 
ity provided by law.

Your City’s Business

This September our Menlo-Ath- 
erton high school will open, consti- 
tuting a new milestone in the prog- 
ress of our community. It will knit 
us more closly together and provide 
a focal point for community activ- 
ities. We are most fortunate, as I 


have pointed out previously, in hav- | 


ing S. S. Mayo as our principal, and 
he is bringing with him a fine staff 
of teachers, all of whom have ex- 
pressed their desire to come here 
with him. 

Thus, we will be starting free of 
the internal problems that occur- 
red during my first two years on 
the board. It is essential that we 
keep our own school free of these 
troubles. 

We must remember that our 
school will be run. by the Sequoia 
board, and it is imperative, in my 
opinion, that a resident of the Las 
Lomitas-Menlo Park-Ravenswood 
school area be on that board.

We have in Guy Plaisted a Menlo 
Park man who is capable, qualified, 
responsible, and interested in our 
high. school problems, and whom I 
endorse unqualifiedly to take my 
place cn the board. He has no part 
cr position in Sequoia’s internal 
feuds. We must elect him, despite 
cur numerical inferiority down here, 
by a lerge percentage turnout of our 
registered voters. 

For the other seat on the board 
which is open at this election, I 
have gladly accepted the invita- 
ticn to be a sponsor of Lauress L. 
Wise. Wise, Pacific Coast Editor 
of that bible of the construction 
industry, Engineering News Rec- 
ord, is himself a Sequoia graduate 
and received his engineering de- 
gree at Satnford. 

Wise has been actively interested 
in Sequoia affairs, and has been of 
considerable assistance to the board 
as chairman of the subcommittee on 
schoo! buildings of the Sequoia citi- 
zens’ advisory committee in the re- 
viewing of the building plans for our 
high schools, and h3s worked weli 
with Plaisted on this committee.

Having given a rather complete 
picture last week of the need for the 
$1,500,000 Sequoia high school bond 
issue, to be voted on at the May 18 
election, let’s turn this week to an- 
other important phase of the prob- 
lem—that of costs to the taxpayer. 

First, however, it might be pointed 
out that raising money by long term 
bond issue is far easier on the tax- 
payer than direct tax levies,especi- 
ally in these days of ever mounting 
county, state and federal taxes. 
Then too, the bond issue method 
gives those who enjoy its benefits 
an opportunity to assist in paying 
it off. 

Before geing into the matter of 
increased taxes, one should have a 
complete understanding of assess- 
ed values, upon which all property 
taxes are based. 


The assessor in San Mateo county, 
and in most other counties of the 
state, uses as a basis for his assess- 
ments, the 1940 table of construction 
costs. The re-assessment of property 
on a county-wide basis is such a 
great task, that assessors frequently 
pass up periods of inflation, as well 
as deflaticn, on the premise that by 
the time such a re-assessment had 
been completed, such a pericd might 
have p2ssed, and it would be neces- 
sary to start in all over again. 


In short, it is the policy of county 
assessors to use as the foundation 
of our property tax structure, only 
those values that have assumed a 
permanent status by reason of time 
and sound economic conditions. 

Current market values in times 
like these are not considered 
ssund as a basis for fixing assess- 
ed values for the purposes of tax- 
ation. 

However, county assessors contin- 
ually are bringing assessments more 
into line, so as to equalize taxable 
values, thus assuring fair and equit- 
able distribution of all government 
costs. 

In the Sequoia high school dis- 
trict the average home assessed val- 
ue is about $2,500, despite the fact 
the present market price of these 
homes may range between $15,000 
and $18,000. So in levying a tax 
the $2,500 figure is used as the as- 
sessed value. 

Pas-ave of the $1,500,000 school 
bond issue will mean that our high 
school’tax will go up approximate- 
ly 12 cents for each $100 of valu- 
ation, or $1.20 for each $1,000 of 
assessed. valuation. 

Applied to: the $2,500 valuation 
figure, this means an average tax 
increase of $3 a year for the home 
owner. This $3 figure has been sub- 
stantiated by the school trustees,

Naturally, this tax will go down 
as the assessed valuation of the dis- 
trict increases. A new valuation is 
given each year, based upon the res- 
idential, commercial and industrial 
growth and development of the dis- 
trict. 

There is every reason to believe, 
in view of past expansion, the as- 
sessment roll for this district will 
continue to mount as we continue 
to grow. In this way it is possible 
for our educational program to 
keep somewhere near the level of 
new demands being made upon it. 


So, for a $3 a year increase in our 
high school taxes, we can keep our 
high school building program from 
falling too far behind, and assure 
our children, as they come out of 
elementary school, there are high 
school facilities available for them 
to. continue their education. This is 
a very reasonable investment in sup- 
port of a most important cause. 

Once again I want to stress the 
importance of public co-operation 
in this campaign, being waged in 
the interests of our children and 
their future. 

Every section of the school district 
will benefit from this $1,500,000 bond 
issue, and every citizen can help 
to put it over by doing just a little 
to stress its importance, and the 
pressing need for it.

Cool until the mix- 
ture jells, then stir in 1% cups of 
whiting. This is best applied with a 
sponge or a damp cloth.

Dough-Type Cieaner 
Recommended for Paper 
Papered walls, 


those which can be washed, respond 


_to cleaning with a dough prepared 
| specially for this purpose. Knead a 


portion of the cieaner until it be- 
comes elastic, before attempting to 
use it. 

Dust the walls thoroughly, then 
apply the cleaner, wiping a surface 
strip at the top of the wall next to 
the ceiling with the cleaner. It’s not 
necessary to press or rub, simply 
wipe the surface. As the dough be-

Next, clean a strip from top to 
baseboard, using straight, even 
strokes.
